In ad- 
dition, he is a member or officer of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers; the American Institute 
of Consulting Engineers; the Missouri Society of 
Consulting Engineers; and the American Institute of 
Architects. A graduate of Rutgers University, he 
was granted an honorary doctorate of science from 
that institution in 1952.

sasaki ‘‘fdr’’ finalist 


Hideo Sasaki, (M), Don Olson, (A), and Robert 
J. Reilly were among the six first-stage winners of 
the Franklin D. Roosevelt Memorial Competetion. In 
association with Architect J. Edward Lunders, the 
group submitted plans for the memorial which were 
chosen from among 574 entries. As winners of the 
first stage competetions, they will receive an award 
of $10,000 and will be eligible to submit drawings 
and models for the final stage bearing an award of 
$50,000. Final judging will be held at the end of 
December. 


According to the Jury, plans submitted for the 
competition ranged from pure sculpture to abstract 
architectural forms, from civic plazas to quiet and 
simple garden schemes. Entries of the six first 
stage winners represented widely differing solutions, 
some leaving the park-like character of the site un- 
touched, others remodeling the topography to suit 
their particular ideas.

griswold on baroque 


Ralph Griswold, FASLA, is among the distin- 
guished group of international authorities who have 
contributed to "Gardens of Western Europe." Pub- 
lished by the Brooklyn Botanic Garden, the handbook 
is a pictorial guide to the outstanding gardens and 
arborata in 15 countries throughout the continent. 


Mr. Griswold's article, "The Garden of Rubens," 
describes the unique formal gardens surrounding the 
painter's flamboyant Baroque home in Antwerp. De- 
signed by Rubens around 1610, the gardens have been 
maintained much as they appeared in a painting by 
the artist now hanging in Munich's famed Pinakothek 
art museum, 


Mr. Griswold, a partner in the firm of Gris- 
wold, Winters & Swain in Pittsburgh, is the recip- 
ient of a Harvard Fellowship for preparation of a 
pre-1800 history of garden art. He also serves on 
the Board of Planners for Washington's Dumbarton 
Oaks Gardens.

The University of Pennsylvania has announced 
that Prof. Ian L. McHarg (ASLA), chairman of the 
Department of Landscape Architecture, has been named 
moderator of a live television series entitled "The 
House We Live In." 


The series, carried only by Philadelphia's 
station WCAU-TV, will be telecast each Sunday at 
1 p.m. for 13 weeks. First program in the series 
was shown on October 9. 


As moderator, Prof. McHarg will ask his 
guests--a distinguished group of philosophers, theol- 
ogists, writers, and scientists--what they believe 
to be the specific interaction of man and his envir- 
onment. 


According to Prof. McHarg, who originated the 
idea for the series, the aim of the show is to study 
the origin of the earth, discuss the major religions 
and their answers to the problem, show the degree of 
dependence of man on his environment, and finally, 
to try to decide where we are going from here. Among 
the participants will be Paul Tillich on "Christian- 
ity"; Nikilanada on "Hinduism"; and Rabbi Abraham 
Heschel on "Judaism". Also scheduled to appear are 
Margaret Mead of Columbia University; Hans Seleye, 
noted psychologist from the University of Montreal ; 
Lewis Mumford, writer and critic; and Erich Fromm, 
famed philosopher.
